“It is a policy that transfers in- 
come and wealth from the lower 
and middle income groups, such 
as farmers and wage earners, to 
those already rich.” 

Ellis declared “this tight 
money policy is evil. It should 
be a warning to the whole coun- 
try.” 

“Down through history, every 
time the money changers have 
been able to foist a high-interest, 
tight money policy on the people, 
dire trouble has followed. We 
have a fecession or we have had 
a depression before it was over.” 

Economic Growth Retarded. 

Quoting United States Repre- 
sentative Wright Patman (Dem.) 
of Texas on the effect of a tight 
money policy, :Ellis said it re- 
tards economic - growth, con- 
struction of schools, homes, and 
roads, squeezes out small busi- 
ness, weakens the competitive 
structure of the economy and 
changes the income distribution 
in favor of those already 


“You have a big stake in this 
issue, both official and _per- 
sonal,” Ellis told members of the 
association. “It hits you as one 
responsible for the management 
of your rural electric system. It 
also hits you as a consumer and 
taxpayer.”’ 

As the result of the high in- 
terest rate policy, Ellis said, 
“many outstanding government 
bonds are selling for as little as 
80 cents on the dollar. 

“What a mess!” he exclaimed. 
“And it’s a mess that involves 
many of us because many of 
these government bonds are held 
by rural electric systems as part 
of their necessary reserves. Just 
remember you have had 20 per 
cent of the value of those bonds 
wiped out. Tight money did it.” 


More Income to Lenders. 

‘Ellis said personal income to 
individual money lenders from 
interest “has about doubled since 
1952." President Eisenhower 
took office early in 1953. 

The interest income to individ- 
uals now totals $23,500,000,000, 
compared with $12,000,000,000 
eight years ago, Ellis said. 

“This increase is now about 
214 times the total farm income 
of the country,” he said. “This 
does not count the much greater 
increase to banks, insurance 
companies and other corpora- 
tions.”

When matters affecting the 
military services are being con- 
sidered, it is usual to invite the 
service secretaries and the 
chiefs of staff to the meeting. 

Perhaps the most important 
action of the National Security 
Council is the annual review of 
the “Basic National Security 
Policy.”’ 

This is the paper which under- 
takes to provide broad policy 
guidance for all Government 
agencies involved in national de- 
fense. Despite its portentous 
character, it is usually only 
some 25 typewritten pages in 
length. Its text is often carried 
forward from year to year with 
only slight modifications. 

It contains a broad outline of 
the aims of United States na- 
tional strategy and a more de- 
tailed discussion of the military, 
political, economic, and domes- 
tic elements to support over-all 
national strategy. It includes no 
estimate of the necessary fi- 
nances. 

The major debates on military 
strategy that I have reported 
have usually occurred at the 
time of final consideration of 
this paper by the National Se- 
curity Council. 

In its final approved form, the 
“Basic National Security Policy” 
should be the blueprint for the 
security programs of all depart- 
ments of the Government and 
provide the JCS with a firm 
point of departure for their 
strategic planning. 

UNFORTUNATELY, such is 
not the case. The end product 
has thus far been a document 
so broad in nature and so gen- 
eral in language as to provide 
limited guidance in practical ap- 
plication. The final text permits 
many different interpretations. 

Efficient administration in any 
field calls for sound advice, 
clear and timely decisions, and 
follow-up of the implementation 
In the NSC, 
the follow-up is often defective. 

Nowhere is there a procedure 
for checking military capability 
against political commitments, 
or our forces in being against 
the requirements growing out of 
the approved “Basic National 
Security Policy.” 

Similarly there is no procedure 
to verify that the federal budget 
is designed to provide the neces- 
sary financial support for the 
force needed under the “Basic 
Nationa: Security Policy.” 

NOW LET US CONSIDER the 
other important agency in strate- 
gy making—the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, a corporate body estab- 
lished by law as the military 
advisers to the Secretary of De- 
fense, the National 
Council, and the President. 

In practice, they approach the 
President habitually through the 
Secretary and have no regular 
contact with the NSC other than 
through the attendance of. the 
chairman at council meetings. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff, as a 
body, exercise no command but 
have purely staff and advisory 
functions. They are inserted. be- 
tween the Secretary of Defense 
and the unified and specified 
commanders at home and over- 
seas. 

They are assisted by a three- 
star director and about 400 other 
officers drawn from all services, 
constituting a joint staff which 
operates a military command 
post on duty around the clock. 

This is the body which would 
give military direction to the 
conduct of war under the au- 
thority of the Commander in 
Chief (the President) and the 
Secretary of Defense. 

IN THEIR STAFF CAPACITY, 
the JCS may be described as a 


- committee which performs func- 


tions such as are normally as- 
signed to the chief of staff of 
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out war, but many military men 
are convinced that in such war 
as the future may hold a com- 
mittee can never replace a single 
chief of staff. 

That is my own opinion. 

As an advisory body, the JCS 
are charged, among other things, 
with the development of strategic 
plans and the provision of long- 
range military guidance for use 
by the military departments in 
the preparation of their respec- 
tive plans, 

To develop these plans and to 
provide this direction they need 
a clear, clarion call of guidance 
from the trumpet of the National 
Security Council. 

THE JCS DOCUMENT com- 
parable to the “Basic National 
Security Policy” is the ‘Joint 
Strategic Objectives Plan” 
(JSOP). Its purpose is to pro. 
vide guidance for the develop- 
ment of forces needed in the 


fiscal year beginning four years |. 
ahead. 


It estimates the military re- 
quirements for cold, limited, or 
general: war, and includes a de- 
termination of the military 
forces, together with their dis- 
positions and employment neces- 


sary to implement the military | 


strategy derived from the ‘“‘Basic 
National Security Policy.” 

It also provides guidance for 
service mobilization planning 
and serves as a basis for the 
annual statement on military re- 
quirements to the Secretary of 
Defense to assist him in develop- 
ing budgetary guidance for the’ 
next fiscal year. 

In its usual format, the JSOP 
contains an evaluation of the 
military threat in the period un- 
der consideration, a strategic 
concept for the conduct of cold, 
limited, and general war, a log- 
istics annex, and a tabulation of 
forces required. 

It has been the development 
of the latter, so-called “force 
tabs’ which has generated the 
greatest divergence of views 
within the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

OBVIOUSLY, THE JSOP is in- 
tended to be a most important 
document for the orderly . de- 
velopment of military programs. 

Unfortunately, like the “Basic 
National Security Policy,” it has 
failed to achieve its high pur-

To Support a Court 
Your editorial stand in support of 
Senate Resolution 94, which would 
remove the self-judging reservation 
from the United States’s adherance 
to the International Court of Jus- 
tice, is to be commended. 


I find much lack of understanding 
by the general public regarding this 
resolution. It is important to know 
that: 

1. We were the first nation to pro- 
vide that the jurisdiction of the 
court should be determined not by 
the court but by us. Following our 
example seven other nations made 

| similar reservations. 


2. In July of last year, France, 

surely as sensitive as we are in 

_ matters of sovereignty, withdrew its 
| reservation. 


3. Today, six NATO nations have 
not even deemed it necessary to 
make any express reservation with 
respect to domestic disputes. Three 
others—Canada, Great Britain, and 
France—have done nothing more 
than make explicit the exclusion of 

. domestic questions from the court’s 
jurisdiction. Hence, of the 10 NATO 
nations which have accepted the 
court’s jurisdiction, the United 

| States is the only one which denies 
the court the right to determine its 
own jurisdiction. 


4. It is plain to see why the exist- 

ence of this type of reservation has 
had an impact on the effectiveness 
of the court. Imagine the impair- 
ment which would result to the 
court system in the United States if 
the defendant in a lawsuit had the 
right to determine for himself 
whether his case was within the 
fort's jurisdiction. |

“If economic aid is considered charity, the 
effect on the recipient nations-is devastating; 
it saps the self-reliance of both the leaders 
and their people in the low-income countries. 
The correct attitude psychologically and prac- 
tically for all countries, whether their incomes 
are high, middle or low, is that they must ia 
their own self-interest accept proportionate 
responsibility for the achievement of a rapid- 
ly-expanding world economy.”

Mr. Hoffman points out that there are more 
than 100 great communities in the world that 
are “by any standard dreadfully poor.” Dwell- 
ing in them are more than 1,250,000,000 per- 
sons. When the more than 650,000,000 people of 
Communist China are added, the total comés 
to more than three-fourths of the world's 
population.’ Mr. Hoffman figures that if the 
less-developed countries lift their per capita 
incomes by only 1 per cent a year between 
now and 1970 “they might well offer to the 
United States alone a market for an estimated 
14 billion dollars.”” This would be an increase 
of more than 100 per cent over total United 
States exports to the same areas in 1958. 

In Mr. Hoffman’s view, the 100 underde- 
veloped areas constitute a great new economic 
frontier for the United States and the devel- 
oped countries generally. He thinks total ex- 
ports from the developed nations to ‘these 
areas during the 1960s might total 320 billion 
dollars. ‘This would be possible, of course, 
only if the purchasing power. of the underde- 
veloped areas was increased. Mr. Hoffman’s 
figures show that, with population rise taken 
into consideration, the net annual increase 
in income per person in the 1950s was only 
about a dollar. Mr: Hoffman would try. to 
double this in the 1960s, surely a modest goal. 

The underdeveloped countries, Mr. Hoffman 
thinks, must make every effort to finance the 
major part of their development programs * 
and lift their merchandise exports. But he 
foresees the need during the decade for about 
70 billion dollars in investment capital. and 
service charges. This would be about seven 
billions a year, or three billions more than : 
flowed into the less-developed areas in 1957- 
1958. Of the annual need, one billion could 
be met with bankable loans, leaving two bil- 
lions to be found elsewhere. The -20 billions 
in new money needed in the decade is re- 
quired for public facilities and services which 
can pay back the. investment only through 
the increased output of the economy.

Mr. Hoffman recommends that at least half 
of the 20 billion dollars be channeled through 
the new International Development Associa- 
tion, an arm of the World Bank. This. would 
take a large increase in I.D.A. resources, now 
scheduled to be built up to one billion dollars 
at the end of five years. Legislation to author- 
ize United States participation in LD.A. has 
been asked by Mr. Eisenhower. Mr. Hoffman 
emphasizes that the core of the development 
process is “increased production in the de- 
veloped and underdeveloped countries alike 
linked through increasing international trade.” 


This program, is regarded by Mr. Hoffman ~ 


as in no. way extraordinary, and he thinks the 
goals may well be exceeded. He is eficour- 
aged in this belief by the success of the 
Marshall Plan, which, ¢ost less than half the 
amount first envisioned. And he believés the - 
success was-possible ‘Because of the upsurge 
in the enthusiasm of the European people. If © 
more members of the Administration and of ' 
Congress had Mr. Hoffman’s faith in the hu- 
man spirit, lethargy would give way before a 
real attack on this world program.

The object 
of American pol- 
icy, which was 
first formulated 
by Presi- 
dent Truman, is 
to contain the 
Russians, the 
Chinese, the North Koreans and 
the Viet Minh at this frontier 
between the two great coalitions. 
The main military instrument of 
this policy is the over-all military 
power of the United States. But 
in order to exert this power ef- 
ficiently, we require the support 
of allies like Britain and France 
and the use of bases in many 
other countries in the periphery 
of the Communist coalition. 

The foreign aid program is 
made up in order to finance those 
allies and other countries who 
will not or cannot wholly finance 
themselves. 

Although these programs are 
all designed for the same pur- 
pose—to contain the spread of 
Communism—they have become 
much more sophisticated and 
complicated than they were orig- 
inally. 


Eisenhower in Europe. 


Truman 


At the time of the seizure of 
Czechoslovakia in 1948, the block- 
ade of West Berlin in 1948, and 
the attack on South Korea in 
1950, our policy of mutual aid for 
collective defense was directed 
against overt military aggres- 
sion. 

In the last years of Truman 
and the first years of Eisenhower 
our military planning was based 
on the idea that what had hap- 
pened when the North Koreans 
invaded South Korea was likely 
to happen in Europe and in the 
Middle East. 

This was the’ period when Gen. 
Eisenhower was the supreme 
commander in Western Europe. 
It was then that he approved 
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plans for a West European army 
which would have been more 
than twice as big as the best 
that NATO has ever been able 
to achieve. 

Since those days, since the 
early fifties, the basic military 
situation in the world has 
Changed greatly. The Soviet 
Union has achieved parity in nu- 
Clear weapons. This has reduced 
our nuclear power from that of 
an instrument of world diplo- 
macy to a national deterrent 
against attack on the United 
States. 


Attack Now Unlikely. 


At the same time the Soviet 
Union has developed a high rate 
of economic growth which acts 
as a very powerful example and 
magnet in the underdeveloped 
countries. This economic achieve- 
ment and this concentration 
upon economic progress in the 
Soviet Union is the basis of the 
Soviet campaign for a military 
truce in the cold war and for 
disarmament. 

These historic changes in the 
world balance of power have af- 
fected deeply our task of hold- 
ing together the coalition to 
contain the spread of Com- 
munism. For one thing, the 
threat and possibility of overt 
military aggression by the So- 
viet Union has declined almost 
to the vanishing point. 

There is, as ‘a result, some- 
thing ufreal about building up 
armies on the Soviet frontier to 
fight the Red Army. It is unreal 
because there is no likely threat 
from the Red Army and it ‘is 
doubly unreal because these 
armies would be impotent if 
there were. 

Yet, and this is a crucial al- 
though sophisticated point, in the 
underdeveloped countries it is 


the armies that make and un- 


make the governments. We have 
learned that lesson in Iraq and 
elsewhere. What is described as 
military aid and defense sup- 
port in our appropriations is in 
a very considerable degree a 
subsidy to keep the army on the 
side of the government. 


Subsidies Must Stop. 


Since the purpose of these 
subsidies is not wholly or essen- 
tially military, administration is 
often extravagant and wasteful. 
Worse still, because of the con- 
spicuously high standard of life 
which prevails in the American 
armed forces abroad, our mili- 
tary aid is an almost certain 
recipe for getting the United 
States disliked. 

Nevertheless, these subsidies 
are a political necessity, and 
they cannot be discontinued un- 
til there has been organized a 
substitute in place of them as 
the source of stability. 

We shall have to go on with 
the subsidies for the present. 
But we should do this with a 
clear understanding that they 
Cannot go on very much longer, 
that the United States cannot 
expect for the whole future to 
pay for a coalition of small cli- 
ent states in Asia.

Pianist Winds Up A . 
ances With Sehanauan ed 
Prokofieff Concertos.

ous young American pianist, 
concluded his engagement with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra yesterday by playing the 
Schumann concerto and the Pro- 
kofieff Concerts No. 3 in C Ma- 
jor at Kiel Auditorium. Including 
the performance for the em- 
ployes. of the Monsanto Chemi- 
cal Co., Cliburn and the orches- 
tra played to nearly 15,000 per- 
sons during three concerts, The 
audiences were not only large; 
they were uniformly enthusiastic 
in manifesting their approval. 


ducted, — 
Cliburn’s treatment of the 
Schumann. concerto suggested 


that he has not yet reached the 
stage where he could identify 
himself completely with its 
spirit. He took it section by 
section; and though he played it 
according to direction and with 
an adequate resonance and shad- 
ing, his performance lacked the 
continuity of ‘ine that would 
have made each movement seem 
integrated and constant in its 
forward movement. 


The intermezzo, in fact, was 
rather vapid emotionally, so far 
as the solo part was concerned. 
The import of the melodic line 
is wholly innocent, to be sure, 
but it can be enriched and 
brought into bloom by a discreet 
use of rubato and a swelling of 
the volume at phrase endings. 
Cliburn was content to let the 
orchestra carry the emotional 
burden of this movement. 

Then, too, his technical con- 
trol was not always impeccable. 
In several passages one or two 
notes were either lost or played 
so weakly as to make that par- 
ticular figuration sound incom- 
plete. 

Quantitatively these omissions 
were not too important, but they 
reinforced the impression that 
Cliburn’s grasp of the concerto 
was stil] tentative. The same 
general impression was made in 
his performance of the Brahms 
B-Flat Concerto on Saturday 
night. 

His aggressive, crisp and com- 
petent handling of the Prokofieff 
Concerto No. 3 was a different 
matter. Cliburn seemed close to 
the music at all times and tossed 
off the trills and runs with ap- 
parent ease. The wry humor of 
this work still has the sting of 
satire; in general, however, this 
concert is no longer inaccessible. 
It seems playful and high spir- 
ited but no more advanced than 
a lot of modern jazz. 

The orchestra under Van Re- 

moortel provided sound and 
straightforward accompaniments 
for both concertos. The occa- 
sional rough co-ordination with 
the soloist, both in timing and 
in volume, may be attributed to 
the fact that too little time was 
available for perfecting the en- 
semble of three concertos. 
The orchestra opened the con- 
cert with an appropriately lyrical 
performance of Wagner’s ‘‘Sieg- 
fied Idyl.”

“The Air Force has done the 
honorable thing in withdrawing 
the manual and making a public 
apology,” said the Rev. Dr.

The controversial manual drew 
fire from congressional and 
church leaders last week after a 
reserve Air Force non-commis- 
sioned officer complained that 
the manual accused the Nation- 
al Council of being infiltrated 
with Communists. 

“The real source of the trou- 
ble can be traced to five or six 
men -who have been relentless 
in their attacks on the National 
Council for more than 10 ycars 
now,” the Rev. Dr. Dahlberg 
said. 

Homer H. Hyde, a civilian em- 
ploye of the Air Force who 
wrote the manual, has identified 
the Rev. Billy James Hargis of 
Tulsa, Okla., as one of the per- 
sons. from whom he obtained 
material on the National Coun- 
cil while preparing the training 
booklet. . 


“These apostles of discord 
work their way not only into 
churches, but into schools and 
other institutions as well,” the 
Rev. Dr. Dahlberg said. 

“They are experts in contro- 
versy and exploit it for publicity 
whenever they can to discredit 
movements for better race rela 
tions, international peace, dis- 
armament or any other good 
cause.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Dahlberg said 
he does not deny the Rev. Mr. 
Hargis or his followers the right 
to preach whatever they believe. 

“That is an American right,’ 
he asserted, “‘but no group has 
the right to attack churches 
through government manuals 
paid for by the taxes of the 
very persons under fire.”

The possibility is not ruled out, 
however, that the Administration 
will make such a transfer on 
the ground that it is permissible 
under the “inherent powers” of 
the President. 

The Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy does 
not agree with this legal in- 
terpretation, but key committee 
members conceded there would 
be little they could do except 
protest. 

Humphrey sided with the view 
within the Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee that the President does 
not have authority to transfer 

weapons under his “inherent 
powers.” 

He said he did not disagree 
with the President “‘when he 
says that alliances should be 
maintained on the basis of mu- 
tual trust and confidence’’—the 
basic argument used by the 
President at his news conference 
in suggesting a change in the 
law. 

“But this does not mean that 
every weapon we produce or in- 
vent must immediately or even 
eveitually be shared with and 
given to the armed forces of 
countries with whom we have 
defense commitments,” the Sen- 
ator said.

This is low, hot tropical country, 200 feet above the coco 

| palm coast. It ig lake coun- 
try. Managua lies on Lake 
Managua and is surround- 
ed by tiny lakes inside old 
volcano cones.

MANY YEARS AGO in West- 
chester County, N.Y., there was 
a club of boys who lived in the 
same neighborhood but came 
from varied racial and religious 
backgrounds, To become a mem- 
ber, a boy had to cut his finger 
with a knife and sign his name 
in- blood. The members took 
their loyalties very seriously. 


“Adults say children don’t 
know the difference between 
Jew and Catholic and Protes- 
tant,” said one of the members, 
George Leslie Cadigan, who 
grew up to become the Rt. Rev. 
Dr. Cadigan, Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
Missouri. ‘“‘Children co know the 
difference but it doesn’t make 
any difference. Our conditioned 
prejudices are conditioned by 
adults. 

“These boys taught me more 
than schools or textbooks or even 
churches about the meaning of 
brotherhood and humanity,” he 
continued. ‘‘And so when I hear 
people talk foolishly or unkindly 
about certain groups, I feel sorry 
for them, not so much for what 
it reveals about their immaturity 
but because when they were boys 
they didn’t have a chance to 
mingle and play with boys who 
signed their name in blood.” 

His earnest and sincere views 
expressed during this Brother- 
hood Week are typical of the 
dedicated and conscientious man, 
not yet 50 years old, who has 
taken over the duties as Episco- 
pal Bishop, following in the tra- 
ditions of Bishops Tuttle, Scar- 
lett and Lichtenberger. 

When the new bishop, his wife 
and four children came_ here 
last April, much was made of 
the fact that he was a born and 
bred Easterner and that Mrs. 
Cadigan, the former Jane Jones, 
born in Cincinnati, had spent all 
her adult life in the East.

Now the Cadigans are happy 
to report that their new home 
was as represented and that 
it has been a good, friendly 
and in many ways an educa- 
tional year. 


“I think I’ve learned more 
than anything else how pro- 
vincial I was,”’ Bishop Cadigan 
says frankly, “how I felt that 
all the best in education and 
many other things was centered 
in the East. We have children in 
public and private schools here, 
and we’ve been happy to find 
those schools superior to any- 
thing we’ve ever known. . 


“It’s been wonderful to find 
a really great university like 
Washington University which I’d 
dimly heard about but not with 
too much awareness, to meet the 
fine faculty and the chancellor, 
a really remarkable man.

Midwesterners’ Warmth Pleases 

Him and His Family, Who Came 
Here From East — Says He Has 
Learned How Provincial He Was

‘Perhaps what has made. the 
strongest impression of all has 
been the diversity of the state 
of Missouri,’”’ Bishop Cadigan 
continued.

Going north 
to Kirksville you have great 
agricultural stock raising areas, 
down in Ironton mining indus- 
tries, in the Ozarks a com- 
pletely different type of people 
and setting, and in southeast 
Missouri a culture and economy 
like that of the South.”
